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WET TRACK? ... WHO CARES! 


One day back in 1955, | was watching a sports 
car race at Marlboro, Maryland, when it started 
to rain. This wasn't anything unusual at Marl- 
boro in the summertime, but things began to 
happen on the track that were unusual. Some 
of the lesser powered cars that had dropped way 
back in the pack when the track was dry, now 
began to work their way up through the cars 
that hadn't slid off the track sideways or back- 
wards. What had happened to the cars coming 
up? It wasn't the driver's skill. It wasn't the 
cars. These factors hadn't changed. It was ad- 
hesion to the track and it was winning the race. 
From the spectators eyes, it was a mystery and 
the answer wasn't learned until the following 
day when the winning drivers gave almost all the 
credit to the now famous Leeth Brothers ‘‘Racing 
R,"’ a recapped tire. This was incredible because 
the Racing Committee, prior to the race, were 
not in complete agreement about letting a car 
equipped with recapped tires on the race track. 


Work on these tires had actually begun a year 
before this outstanding public demonstration took 
place. It was all started by drivers complaining 
to Bob Zveare, at Leeth Brothers, that in a race at 
Andrews Air Force Base in 1954, they had to 
slow down too much on a wet track. 


Bob started to work and in creating this tire, he 
called on the knowledge of Mr. Ashby Leeth, who 
founded the business in 1913, obtained the co- 
operation of the manufacturers of the tread rub- 
ber and tried many combinations of rubber and 
curing in their own shop. They found that tough 
truck rubber cured to a softer than usual hard- 
ness was a big part of the tire’s success. At this 
time, it was also proved that in the tread design, 
many small snips (little cuts) are better than a 
coarse tread. There is much more to making a 
Racing R than this, though. 


To see if their theories were right, after a year's 
work, tires were put on four local racing cars to 
test without telling the drivers any particulars 
about the tires. At the end of a race, during 
which it rained, each and every driver came forth 
and remarked about the superior road holding 
ability of their cars. Bob knew then their efforts 
were not in vain and they were making progress. 


A procedure was set up for manufacturing the 
Racing R as follows: 


After a casing has passed Inspection for a reg- 
ular recap, it then goes to the Racing R depart- 
ment where it must pass a more rigid inspection. 
Not all makes of tires are acceptable. Only 
casings made for racing or high speed are ap- 
proved, such as Dunlop Road Speed, Dunlop 
Racing, Pirelli, Continental Super Records, Engle- 
bert, etc. They also can now retread Michelin X 
in size 155 x 15. A casing that has been re- 
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capped before, regardless of make, cannot meet 
the minimum standards. A casing that has been 
repaired by vulcanizing, naturally, would be re- 
jected. Age of a casing is also a deciding fac- 
tor. Age can be judged by cracks and in some 
cases, by serial numbers. In the instance of 
Michelin X tires, they must reach the recapper 
before they are worn clean to the wire cord and 
must be free from breaks and all other injuries, 
such as glass cuts or any penetrations larger than 
a nail hole. After all inspection has been com- 
pleted and the casing is slated to become a 
Racing R, it then is turned over to specially 
trained employees. Work actually starts by 
removing the old tread rubber. This is done by 
a man with 24 years’ experience with this opera- 
tion alone. The machine used here is a lathe- 
grinder type that reminds me of a huge mecha- 
nized cheese grater. Across the tread, from 
sidewall to sidewall, there is a dimension that 
must be maintained, the control of which lies in 
the amount of rubber removed in this operation. 
Every size tire has its own dimension. A wire 
buffer is then applied to the casing to get a rela- 
tively smooth surface. This finish is necessary 
to assure that not even a small air bubble can 
form between the tread rubber and the casing in 
later steps. A balance check is then performed 
and the lightest spot marked. Four small blow 
holes, (1/32” dia.) are drilled into each sidewall, 
to the first cord layer, spaced evenly around the 
tire. The bald casing is then thoroughly. dusted 
and a coat of bonding cement is applied by 
spraying. Under a pressure of 40 pounds to the 
square inch the new tread rubber is attached, 
starting at the lightest spot where previously 
marked. The theory here is that the seam across 
the tread will weigh a little more and will help 
correct the finished tire’s balance. The casing 
and the new tread rubber are synthetic and will 
not bond without a layer of natural rubber be- 
tween them. This is accomplished by having the 
natural rubber attached to the underside of the 
new tread rubber by the manufacturer. The as- 
sembly is then put into a Lodi steam mold ($1000 
each) under 110 pounds pressure. Live steam is 
applied to the mold at 300 to 310 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and the tire is cooked for 5 to 6 
minutes for every 1/32” tread thickness. Racing 
R tread rubber is from 9/32” tread to 11/32” 
thick, depending on the rim size. After the pre- 
scribed cooking time, the tire is removed from 
the mold, allowed to cool, again inspected and if 
accepted, is then ready for use. 


Although the shop was not surgically clean 
when I visited it, the cleanliness was impressive. 
It is things like the above that contribute to the 
remarkable record of never having had a blow- 
out or a tread separation on a Racing R since 
its conception. In their shop, which has a capacity 


of 80 tires a day, they are still trying to improve 
tread design, rubber and methods of manufac- 
ture. The biggest drawback is being able to get 
enough acceptable casings. 


| put a set of Racing R’s on our Porsche about six 
months ago, and | can honestly certify that, after 
trying many other makes of tires, these recaps 
give my car better road adhesion, especially on 
wet pavement. (I do not own stock in Leeth 
Bros., either, wish | did.) 


For everyday driving, wear on these recaps is 
about equal to any other tire. When used for 
hard driving, such as racing, they will wear faster 
than the average tire. This is because of the 
softer cured rubber. You just can’t have really 
long wearing ability and superior adhesion in 
any one tire. 


Almost on every turn, made on a wet pavement, 
with these Racing R's a mental note of apprecia- 
tion comes to mind. 


lf you want a tire recapped, Leeth Bros. will 
certainly do the job, but only on an excellent 


competition casing will they apply their now . 


famous “Racing R"’ trademark.

OIL FILTERS 


If someone should ask you, “Is your oil filter 
working?”’, how could you tell without dismant- 
ling it? Oil filters last long enough these days, so 
that it is hard to tell whether or not they are too 
loaded with contamination to filter right. Here 
is a simple rule to remember—‘‘An oil filter that 
runs a temperature is working right!’’ Here's 
proof. On a fully warmed up engine, the filter 
should be as warm as the engine oil passing 
through it. If it remains cool to the touch, it's 
a safe bet that it is too plugged to work. The 
writer has heard of tapping the filter case sharp- 
ly—a metallic ringing sound would indicate the 
filter was still in good shape, while a dull, soggy 
sound would indicate that it was loaded. Un- 
fortunately, this method involves considerable

This symptom may be intermittent, usually at high 
speeds and not severe enough to cause a com- 
plete breakdown. Consequently, this may be 
diagnosed as clogged jets (Zeniths are particu- 
larly susceptible), or as some local Porsche ex- 
perts insist, ‘‘Boschitis.”’ 


After thinking it over we decided that one of the 
elusive causes might be the fuel pump—and since 
overhauling the pump does not require the serv- 
ices of a master mechanic we decided to look 
into the matter. We bought a complete fuel 
pump repair kit (‘‘EFFBE’’ SPE-50 for 1600's) at 
$3.45 and proceeded to rebuild the old pump. 


The actual work is quite simple, but stripping the 
pump disclosed some very interesting facts as 
follows: 


1. Upon removing the filter dome we found the 
intake valve spring on top of the gauze filter. 
The intake valve was almost unrecognizable 
and was wedged into the intake opening. 
Apparently, the valve spring went past the 
valve. 


2. After removing the upper part of the pump, 
attached by 6 screws, we found that the 
diaphragm had swelled excessively because 
of fuel absorption, and that the center plate 
attached to the diaphragm was broken in 
half. The loose piece apparently shifts about, 
causing the pump to be completely inopera- 
tive at times. 


Apparently the diaphragm and the plastic im- 
pregnated valve discs take all the beating— in 
fact, it is clearly imprinted on the diaphragm 
that the manufacturer guarantees it for approxi- 
mately 37,000 miles (60,000 km) and on two 
1959 Porsches with 42,000 and 30,000 miles 
registered on the odometer it was quite evident 
that the diaphragm and plastic valves would not 
last much longer. 


So if your Porsche is missing, or is suffering from 
““Boschitis,"" do not overlook this possibility.

The rechroming of worn cylinders and refitting 
the old pistons has been kicked around by 
PCAers all over the country. Harry Shorman 
(PCA) and Dick Lukes are both top technical, 
practical and consulting machinists in the area, 
with over 20 years in this field. Cal Ward owns 
and operates one of the leading and most suc- 
cessful plating and engineering plants, also in 
the Golden Gate Region, California. We will, 
then, quote (and | hope not misquote) Harry 
Shorman, who has worked with Ritchie Lukes and 
Cal Ward for two years to perfect this difficult 
project. 


“We, Ritchie and |, both owned Porsches which 
were getting old and were burning oil excessive- 
ly and decided on an overhaul of our engines 
about two years ago. The first and only serious 
setback was the scarcity and cost of replacing 
pistons and cylinders. (You had to buy matched 
sets, if and when you could get them.) Since 
Cal Ward had been doing other work for us 
for some time and we knew if anyone could do 
the job, he could, we went to him with the prob- 
lem. Between the three of us, we have devel- 
oped what has proven on the track (as well as 
on the road) a rechromed cylinder and precision 
piston fit that is equal to or better than the fac- 
tory set. Believe me, we ran into problems at 
first, but several of our sets have been in com- 
petition for the past year—the former Charlie 
Adams car now owned and very successfully 
driven by Bill Hinshaw is one; another car with 
our sets is owned and driven on northern tracks 
by Forrest Tindell; another, is the Super owned 
and driven by Jim Mornad of Alameda. There 
are quite a few other Porsches that are not in 
competition using our sets, too.’ 


At this point we asked Harry to describe the 
process for any of our members who are inter- 
ested. He said, ‘Well, to begin with, not all 
cylinders and pistons can be brought back to new 
spec's; some are too badly distorted, some are 
cracked or too badly scored. Actually, Porsche 
pistons are very good quality and seldom need 
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RE-CHROMING WORN CYLINDERS 


to be replaced. They are carefully checked at 
the ring lands and wrist pin holes, as well as 
making sure that the cam grind of the piston has 
not yet worn down. The real job is in bringing 
the cylinders up to or better than factory spec's. 
If it passes inspection, it is then dechromed. (Old 
chrome removed by a special process.) It is then 
hard chromed, considerably harder than the 
original (judged by tools and hones.) The next 
step is grinding to size, then exterior alodine 
finish for corrosion resistance. Then final 
honing—don't let me make this sound too easy 
because we feel we earn every dime when we sell 
these sets for $180.00 for normal or super and 
$220:00 for Carrera or Spyder, which is about 
half the price of new original.”’
